PEGINNING NUMISMATICS 


Coin collecting is like collecting art treasures, Coins are a form of 
art. Coins date back to the seventh century B.C. and coin collecting 
came not to long after, Coin Collecting or numismatics is organized 
today with much emphasis put on information or education, 
Many of the designers of early coins were artists, These highly reg- 
arded art treasures were sought after with a passion in the 16th,17th, 
and 18th centuries, During this time a coin collection was an item of 
status that was displayed in the home, especially by the more affluent, 
Many of these collections have since been deposited in the world muse- 
ums, It was during the 18th century that the less fortunate people be- 
came successful coin collectors, 
Anybody can become a coin collector, it usually begins with a curious- 
ity and results in a wider interest, I started by looking for Lincoln 
cents-one for each year-when I worked in a theatre many years ago, Then 
I discovered that there were folders to put them in-the folders were 
complete with a brief narrative about the Lincoln cent-mint mark desc- 
riptions, etc, I became more curious and purchased a book, blue book 
in those days, The red book was not readily available to a collector, 
and I was on my way. 
To begin coin collecting, one has only to take his pocket change and 
arrange it into some order, then check your change again tomorrow and 
there you go, It's so simple that there should be more than 10 million 
coin collecting Americans, 
Coin collecting has so many facets that it is hard to imagine-there are 
no limits on what or how to collect coins, Good sincere advice is al- 
ways available at your local coin club, Believe me, a coin collector 
need not be frustrated by the lack of interest of family and friends, 
virtually all communities have a coin club. Coin clubs are the best 
place in the world to gain knowledge and information about the hobby. 
Experienced collectors can describe and advise you of the material, su- 
pplies and support that you need for your particular endeavor, These 
supplies, etc. are available from any coin shop-most of the larger co- 
mmunities have at least one-also the local coin shop has the more elu- 
sive coins for sale, I do not recommend that you invest any money in 
coins as a beginner until you have gained some experience and decided 
what you really intend to do, 
Coins should be purchased only when you have established some order of 
priority. Coin prices generally are on an upswing-however, they fluct- 
vate and may decrease-it is fact-and must be accounted for, The point 
to be taken is not to buy coins for profit alone but to enhanee your 
collection and give you some enjoyment. However, do not disregard pro- 
‘fit as a factor, because the item you select must be in your judgement 
the most profit prone item you can afford, Remember that better coins 
appreciate more than they decrease, Coins of this condition are usua- 
lly in shorter supply and command a greater resale advantage.- 
As a coin collectors interest, knowledge, experience and activity dev- 
elops, he will find himself confronted with new challenges, Grading or 
judging a coin along with care and preservation become an important qu- 
estion, I would not ever recommend that coins be cleaned except to wash 
and remove dirt, Silver and gold may be successfully dipped but should 
be attempted only after due consideration, Many coins that have discol- 
ored and toned are more desirable as they are, Grading coins is a con- 
troversy beyound the scope of this discussion and I shall not attempt 
it. I do not generally grade a coin myself-I think of it this way-what 
is it worth to me and what will I do with it,
